Thought On VJ Day 45 


(Cleveland Bureau) 


By JOHN E. FUSTER 
! stood on the deck of a U.S. 
Navy transport anchored in 
Tokyo Bay, a mile or so away 
from the USS Missouri. It was 


. September 2, 1945, a warm day 


filled with sunshine. Around me 
were grouped the 135 or so 
other black enlisted men 
including Clevelanders Sam 
Knowles, Lemuel McMichael, 
Alphonso McQueen, and Ken- 
neth Badgett; and the white 
officers of Company A-234th 
Port Battalion. More than 2,000 
other American soldiers were 
there. Also assembled were the 
sailors who manned the ship. 
We came to attention as the 
loud-speakers spelled out the 
words that signed and sealed 
the. formal end of World War 
Two. The unconditional sur- 
render of Japan had been ten- 
dered by that nation’s military 
authorities: Accepting the capi- 
tulation was Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, arrogant military 


genius who commanded the . 


United States forces in the 
Pacific. This business assured 
for the USS Missouria place in 
immortality. It also assured us 
Americans in Tokyo: Bay that 
we might live another day. The 
veritable forest of heavy guns 
which the Japanese had 
massed on the shores could 
have blown us into shredded 
bits of bleeding flesh; could 
have blasted our flotilla into 
scraps of steel. First that mighty 
sigh of relief, then the resound- 
ing cheers. It was over! 

The terms of peace signed 
May 7, 1945, in Europe and on 
September 2, 1945, in Tokyo 
Bay were written in ink. The 
PEACE was written inthe blood 
of the millions of civilian- 
soldiers who died in World War 
Two. That blood was pumped 
out by the last pulsing of the 
hearts of men of nearly every 
nation, every race of the world. 
Not many generals are listed 
among those whodied in battle. 


_ But thousands of black Ameri- 


cans between December 8, 
1943, and September 2, 1945,-- 
as in other wars--made this 
supreme sacrifice. 

General Douglas MacAr- 
thur's education at West Point 
and his salary thereafter was

paid, in part, through taxes 
levied on black Americans. 
Thousands of black fighting 
men helped make possible the 
American victories in the. 
Pacific as well as in Europe. But 
| saw not‘even ONE of MacAr- 
thur's black OFFICERS in 
Japan. Not on the docks when 
we landed at Yokama on Sep- 
tember 4 nor on any of the days 
of the two months! spent.in that 
wonderful country which was 
Japan. Surely not ALL of them 
had died in the battles which led 
to VJ Day. Many an American 


black officer took pride in the 


part he played in achieving vic- 
tory. None were allowed to dis- 
play this pride in General 
Douglas MacArthur's Japan. 
He hid them all away. 

In my opinion it all boils down 
to this...MacArthur was endea- 
voring to convince the Japa- 
nese (what: a hoodwink!) that 
the black man was inferior to 
the extent that none could serve 
in his (MacArthur's) army as an 
officer. 

In this he was but extending 
an American policy which goes 
back to the Revolutionary War. 
To free this nation- from Eng- 
land thousands of Negro 
slaves, from. every one of the 
thirteen colonies, fought for 
America. At war's end, thou- 


sands of them were returned to 
slavery. John Pershing in world 
Ware One and Dwight 
Eisenhower in World War Two, 
historians tell us, sought with 
might and main to convince 
their British and French allies 
that black American soldiers 
were to be treated as inferiors 


. Socially as well-as-militarily. 


There are millions of Ameri- 
cans who share my abhorence 
for war and for all things mil- 
itary and regimentating. | did 
not volunteer for the army. | was 
drafted. It was common knowl- 
edge in the 1940's: that Jim 
Crow ruled the United States 
Army, the marines, the navy, 
the women's auxiliary forces, 
the coast guard, the air corps. | 
wanted no part of this vicious 
thing. Though | proudly 
included myself in that army of 
black Americans engaged in 
the fight for freedom and equal- 
ity in civilian America, 1 rea- 
soned that such efforts would 
be futile when tried against the 
monster of Jim Crow which was 
the supreme command of the 
United States armed forces. 

So, meekly, | accepted my 
fate and | served as best | could 
under the circumstances. None 
of the outspoken” militancy 
which today characterizes 
America’s black youth (and 
some elders too) was evident in 
the 1940's. | regret this. 

But | ramble---so back to VJ 
Day in 1945: Notall black Amer- 
icans shared my views about 
things military in those days. 
There were black enlisted men, 
and many black officers who, 
enthralled with the stamp of 
superiority placed upon.them 
by their uniforms and their 
authority, were PROUD to 
serve. Bless them. 

It was respect for the pride of 
such as these that brought 
black thoughts to me on VJ 
Day, 1945---when Douglas 
MacArthur, continuing white 
America’s unending campaign 
against black Americans, signi- 
fied to the world his contempt 
for black American officers by 
denying their existence as he 

permitted none to land with him 
when he entered Japan. Bless 
him too.

Ae Columbus’ black commun- 
-ity.Js_ being drenched with entice- 
ménts to support political 
candidates in the upcoming may- 
oral and city council elections, 
they can also prepare for the 
oncoming persuasion of candi- 
dates seeking election to the 
Columbus School Board. The 
elections come at a time when 
blacks have never had the oppor- 
tunity to exercise as much politi- 
cal. and economic influecne 
cal and economic influence as 
they can: now. 

Representing a fourth of the 
economy of Franklin County -- 
according to a recent study on 
Blacks’ income -- and about 20 
percent of the voting bloc in 
Columbus, blacks are sitting on 
power they have yet to unleash or 
properly control, mainly due to 
poor communication and miscal- 
culation of how power is achieved 
and handled. 

Any single group of people 
capable of sending 70,000 or 
more voters to the polls where 
just over a total of 100,000 people 
voted in the last primary election, 
not only can influence an elec- 
tion, but can determine its out- 
come. With about 200,000 voters 
expected to participate-in the 
Nov. 6 general election, a massive 
voting bloc of blacks could be 
almost 40 percent of those decid- 
ing who will fill public offices and 
dispense of the public resources 
over the next four years. That 
includes. the mayor, four city 
council members and the all 
important four school board 
members. 

Perhapds we could dismiss our 
speculations as no more than 
clever thought if blacks were as 
fragmented and unorganized as 
we often hear from some of our 
own eloquent speakers. But with 
178 black churches in Franklin 
County and 192 fraternal, social 
and religious organizations in 
existence, that hardly sounds like 
a disorganized people incapable 

of organizing to support con- 
cerns which benefit black people

no reason for them not to be 
aware of their strengths and what 
power they do possess through. 
organizing blacks in voter regis- 
tration drives and -- more impor- 
tant -- insuring that the black 
voters number more than their 24 
percent in the primary election. 

And as economically under- 
privileged as we are, which no 
one will deny, our organizations 
that spend millions of dollars 
yearly to promote and entertain 
themselves, can hardly expect us 
to believe it is income that's hold- 
ing them back from extending the 
power base blacks already have 
in Columbus. 

With one-fifth of any economy, 
the opportunity to receive returns 
on that spending power can 
translate into a more equitable 
economic life for the thousands 
who have no idea of how to 
improve their situation, but would 
no doubt join in the opportunity 
once it is presented in clear and 
undeniable terms. 

The miscaiculation and inabil- 
ity to explain to these thousands 


_ that limited power which they do 


possess is rightly more the fault of 
concerned organizations and 


atheir heads than it is the apathy of 


the voters. If any voter cannot see 
where casting a vote will improve 
his life, it's hardly worth the time 
to ask him to inconvenience him- 
self by standing in a voting line. 

The thrust to have a greater vot- 
ing turnout among blacks have 
often’ gone without a simple 
explanation of the returns on their 
investments. Certainly we aren't 
powerless when we have control 
over a sizable amount of an econ- 
omy and just as sizable an 
amount over deciding who will 
make our lives better or worse for 
the next.four yers. 

The powerlessness we have is 
our inability to make use of our 
undeniable power. And until 
some of our organizations begin 
communicatihg with one another 
and to the majority black popula- 
tion to change that, blacks can 
hardly expect to be known for 
more than a grumbling lot of peo- 
ple who fail to. recognize the 
power they sit on and then use 
that power. 


Now that the filing date for candidates 
for mayor of Cleveland has passed, the 
voters can get their first indication of the 
kind of campaign that will be conducted. 

Mayor Dennis Kucinich set the pace 
right away. Demegoguery and racism are 
going to be his stock in trade. He lost no 
time setting up his targets. 

Depending on the ignorance and venal- 
ity of the so-called poor people, he is 
going to try to make them think he is their 
champion, fighting their battles and car- 
ing about their problems. 

Make no bones about it Mayor Kucinich 
is cunning, deceitful, and bold. He has no 
compunctions about showing up at pub- 
lic meetings and places where he is not 
invited, thus giving the unsuspected 
audience the belief that he was invited. 

About two-thirds of the appearances he 
makes in the Black community, he is not 
invited or.expected. He just dropes in and 
embarasses and befuddles the meeting 
sponsors who are reluctant to ignore the 
mayor, of to explain to the audience that 
the mayor was a gate crasher. 

A-most-recent example of these kind of 
shinnagings, was at the. recognition 
dinner given by PUSH for Atty. John H. 
Bustamante during their recent conven- 
tion in Cleveland.

Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, (BEDO), 
the official voice of hundreds of black party 
faithfuis, has used the résignation of U.S. 
Ambassador Andrew Young to register their 
disenchantment with President Jimmy Carter. 

Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton, BEDO chair- 
man, called a special meeting in Columbus a 
couple of weeks ago to air their gripes against 
Carter. They spelled out their complaints in 
three. resolutions, but instead of adopting 
them they were referred to a-committee for 
revision. - ie mw 

One resolution dealt .with the President's 
Urban Policy; one with the Presidents “hasty” 
acceptance of Young's resignation, while the - 
other one threatened not to extend their loy- 
alty to the president in. the 1980 election. 

And while action on the resolutions were 
deferred, they hung appendages on each.doc- 
uments that dramatically expressed their dis- 
satisfaction with President Carter.

There's a lot of talk about the Jack of. 
leadership in national life, and a major 
responsibility for that situation must be borne 
by the Congress. 

The: institution of the Presidency was 
wounded by the war in Vietnam, by Watergate, 
and by the combined effects of inflation and 
u oyment. That left a vacuum in leader- 
ship and Congress rushed in to fill the gap. But 
in assuming expanded influence it has proved 
incapable of exercising it. 

One reason lies in its size. Over 500 
members of Congress and a complex commit- 
tee structure simply cannot provide national 
leadership.

Season’s Weed Control : 


Although weed problems 
may have reduced this 
year’s corn yield, why not 
get the jump on next sea- 
son’s problems -- before

walk now to determine 
what weeds are- in your 
fields and then plan for 
next spring's total control 
program. 

According to Dr. Grant 
Jordan, agronomist at The 
Ohio State University, 
grasses continue to be the 
greatest problem. “Interms 
of economic losses, the 
worst problems are john- 
songrass, fall panicum and 
yellow nutsedge,” he says. 

Johnsongrass can easily 
reduce yields as much as 
50 percent and, in the case 
of severe infestations, 
weed density may choke 
out the entire crop. 

Why is this perennial 
such a problem? 

Johnsongrass_ multiplies 
from both rhizomes, the 
extensive underground 
reproductive system, and 
seeds, which can remain 
viable in the soil for many 
years. 

Rhizomes serve as food 
storage organs for the 
plant and can remain dor- 
mant for about two years 
beneath the soil.

ter which he distributed to 
individuals across the 
nation who shared his 
interest. Although this was 
a step toward the presenta- 
tion ofthe musical heritage 
of black Americans, Floyd 
realized that in order to 
meet his ultimate goals he 
néeded a@ centralized toca- 
tion for in-depth research, 
publishing .and preserva- 
tion of knowledge con- 
cerning the contributions 
of black musicians and 
music to American social 
history. 

The break he was look- 
ing for came in 1978 when 
Floyd met Or. Walter J. 
Leonard, president of Fisk 
University. Through pre- 
vious years of research, 
Floyd had become ac- 
quainted with the black 
music archives maintained 
at the University. “During 
the course of our discus- 
sion: about what | was 
doing and hoping to 
accomplish, Dr. Leonard 
and | began to feel that the 
best place for the Institute 
would be Fisk,” Floyd 
fecounts. “The Fisk herita- 
ge...the traditional -involve- 
nent of Fisk scholars in 
slack music research and 
ihe University’s contribu- 
tions to the tield of music 
made Fisk the most logical: 
and most appropriate set-- 
ting for an institute of this 

“Floyd began setting .up 
the Fisk Institute in the fall 
of 1978 and the first year 
was devoted to the estab- 
lishment. 
Advigory:, 
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development of a charter. 
The advisory board, which 
consists of fifteen men. and 
women in a variety of pro- 
fessions across the coun- 
try, was finalized this past 
duly. eas 

. Now. that the ‘initial | 
organizational concerns 
have been taken: care of, 
Floyd is free to concentrate 
on actually getting the 
work of the Institute under 
way.

So far,-the publica- 
tion program is limited-to 
the newsletter but Floyd 
plans to expand the pro- 
gram to allow for wide dis- 
tribution of materials ‘to 
‘+ibraries across the nation: 
His plans call for the estab- 
lishment of an annual BMR 
Journal by next summer. 

- As for the future of the 
Institute, Floyd hopes, with 
the aid of the advisory 
board, to develop an 
endowmnt for the Institute 
which will allow the pro- 
gram to continue indefi- 
nitely without relying 
solely on individual contri- 
butions and short-term 
government grants. “Many 
centers and institutes are 
funded on the basis of fed- 
eral grants which last for a 
period of two-to three 
years,” he explained. When 
the grants run out, the cen- 
teris forced -to close ‘its 
doors. We want to avoid the 
possibility of an early, 
tragic death for the Fisk 
Institute through the devel- 
opment of an endowment 
which will make the Insti- 
tute a permanent entity on 
the Fisk campus.”

in the City of Cleveland, 
residents can get used to 
almost anything. But it 
takes a long time to learn to 
live with fear, and fearis the 
scourge of all cities across 
the nation. 

With each new neighbor- 
hood burglary, or mug- 
ging, or rape, more city 
dwellers come ‘to the 
alarming realization that 
somebody out there is or 
may be out to get them. __ 

And with this discovery, 
the quality of city life subtly 
changes. Many women, 
and quite a few men, avoid 
walking at night anywhere 
on the streets of Cleveland. 

City dwellers fortify their 
homes and apartments 
with an incredible array of 
burglar alarms, electric eye 
devices that automatically 
summon police when an 
intruder breaks the beam, 
lights that switch on and off 
automatically, guns, chem- 
ical sprays, aerosol sirens, 
and watchdogs trained to 
attack. 

Is there a real reason for 
fear? In Cleveland a citizen 
has one chance in 300 of 
being mauled badly 
enough to need hospital 
care, one chance in 20,000 
of being murdered (the 
latest data is not out yet, 
but could be much less). 
The odds seem reassuring 
enough although surveys 
show that government fig- 
ures probably includé only 
half the violent crimes that 
take place, the rest simply 
goes unreported. 

in-Fulsa, Oklahoma, the 
Citizens Crime- Commis- 


.sion announced that its 
Crime Stoppers Program, 
implementd. six months 
ago, is proving successful. 

Operating as acombinéd 
effort of the police, the 
media and the Crime Com- 
mission, Crime Stoppers 
makes crime information 
available to the public ona 
weekly basis. Crime tips 
are phoned,in to a local 
number and callers can 
remain anonymous if they 
choose. 

As a result of these calls, 
Crime Stoppers has been 
credited with the clearance 
of 46 felony cases and the 
recovery of $52,164 in 
stolen property and narcot- 


ics since February. 

Susan Savage, executive 
director of the Crime Com- 
mission, also notes that the 
Commission has paid more 
than $2,000 in rewards to 
informants. 


Tulsa Police Officer Ed 
Jackson, the program's 
coordinator for the depart- 
ment, receives incoming 
calls and reports that more 
than 250 phone tips have 


been logged in and 
referred to police detec- 
tives for investigation. This 
has led to the arrest of 45. 
felons for crimes that range 


from auto thefts and bur- 
glaries to armed robberies 
‘and attempted homicides. 

Working with all div- 
isions of the police depart- 
ment, an unsolved crime is 
selected for reenactment 
each week on a television 
station and several radio 
stations.

Those. interested in 
becoming air traffic con- 
trollers may apply for com- 
petitive examinations 
beginning August 27, 1979, 
it has been announced by 
the Federal Aviation 
Administration's Great 
Lakes region.

merly the Civil Service
